Thank you for your letter requesting the views of this 
Agency on H, R, 3882, a bill to require the registration of 
certain persons who have knowledge of or have received in- OGC 
struction or assignment in the espionage, counterescionage, 
or sabotage service or tactics of a foreign government or FOIAB5 
fereign political party, ani for other purposes. 


Section 3(c} of H. R. 3882 is, with some minor language 
changes, identical with certain provisions of Section 20(a) of 
the Internal Security Act of 1959. The provisions of Section 
3{e) were originally includes in the Internal Security Act of 
1980 at the request of <1A in order to protect certain intelli- 
gence sources and methods in the field af foreign intelligence 
which lam charged by law to protect. Therefore, as Section 
3({s) is a re-enactment of Section 20(a) of the Internal Security 
Act of 1956, which is presently on the statute books, we are 
anxious to have it continued in the present bill. 
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Section 3(1) of H. R. 3882 has been included by the > epart- 
ment of Justice at our request in order to protect certain addi- 
tHoenal intelligence seurces, not covere) by Section 3(c), by 
exemption from registration unier the Act. We consider this 
seetian to be quite important, ani strongly recommend its 
enactment,
